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NEW  CONSTITUTION 

FRENCH  REPUBLIC. 

As  Official  Copr. 

Cam  f.r  I. 
Art.  t.  The  French  republic  is  one  and  in- 

diviiible. 

Its  European  territory  is  diftnbuted  into  de- 
partments, and  communal  diftricts. 

2.  Every  man  born  and  refidcnt  in  France, 
and  of  the  age  of  21  years,  who  has  infcribed 
his  name  in  the  civic  regifter  of  bis  communal 
diftricl,  and  afterwards  remained  a  year  on  the 
territory  of  the  French  republic,  is  a  French 
citizen. 

3.  A  foreigner  becomes  a  French  citizen, 
who,  after  bavin;',  attained  the  ageof  21  years, 
and  declared  his  intention  of  fixing  his  refi- 
dence  in  France,  and  has  relided  there  for  ten 
fucceflive  years. 

4.  The  title  of  French  citizen  is  forf  ited: 
By  naturalization  in  a  foreign  country. 

By  accepting  any  office  or  pen  lion  from  a  fo- 
reign government. 

By  e.fliliatio.  :th  any  foreign  corporation, 
which  fuppofes  diflin&ioni  of  birth. 

By  condemnation  to  corporal  or  infamous 
punifhrcunt. 

5.  The  ex"rci<>-f  the  rights  of  a  French  ri- 
tizen  are  (Sfjw  &d*d  by  a  bankruptcy,  or  by  sd 
total  or  partial  fa  ceffion  to  the  property  of  an 
infolvent. 

By  a  ftate  of  hired  fervitude,  either  attach- 
ed to  the  fervice  •  f  the  perfi  n  or  the  family. 

By  a  ftate  of  judicial  interdiction,  acCuffction 
Or  contumacy. 

6.  In  order  to  exerrife  the  right1;  cf  citizen- 
fhip,  they  mi  ft  have  been  acquired  by  being 
domiciliated  by  a  year's  relidence,  and  not  for- 
feited bv  a  year's  abfence. 

7.  Tlie  citizens  nf  v  communal  diftricl 
fhall  appoint  by  their  fwffrages,  thole  whom 
they  think  moft  worthy  of  cd&ducVmg  the  pub- 
lic affairs.  Theri  (hall  be  a  lift  of  confidence, 
containing  a  number  of  names  equal  to  a  tenth 
of  the  number  cf  citizens  poffefling  tlie  right  of 
fufTrage.  F.om  this  firft  crjmmunaj  lift  the 
public  functionaries  of  diftridts  (hall  be  taken. 

8.  The  citizens  com  m  i  fed  in  the  communal 
lifts  of  a  deoartmcnt,  lhall  all'-)  appoint  a  tenth 
of  rheir  number.  Thefe  (hall  conftkute  a  fe- 
cond  lift, called  the  department  lift,  from  which 
the  nubl'ic  functionaries  of  each  department 
fall  be  taken. 

9.  The  citizensincluded  in  the  depa-tman- 
tal  lift  (nail  alfo  appoint  a  tenth  of  their  num- 
ber. This  3d  lift  fhall  confift  of  the  citizens  of 
each  department,  eligible  to  public  national 
functions. 

10.  The  citizens  who  fh  ill  have  a  right  of  co- 
operatMigin  the  firmiit;,v.i  of  any  of  the  lifts  men- 
tioned in  the  three  preceding  articles, fall  ev- 
ery third  rear,  be  called  Upon  to  exerrife  the 
po'w-r  of  replacing  thofe  who  ftiall  have  died, 
©v  abfented  thtmt<  Ives  for  any  other  caufe, 
than  theexertife  of  a  public  function* 

11.  Thev  may  al(a  withdraw  from  the  lift; 
thofe  whom  they  fh  11  not  juJpe  proper  to  con- 
tinue,  and  replace  th  -m  by  other  citizens  in 
Whom  thev  may  have  greater  confidence. 

12.  No  one  'ftldl  be  erafrd  from  th-  lifts, 
atfcerwife  than  by  th?  vo'es  of  the  decilive  ma- 
jority of  the  citizens,  having  the  right  of  co- 
operating in  their  formation. 

i3  No  one  fall  be  ei-afcd  frtiB  the  Irfl  of 
thofe  eligible  to  public  national  funcii 
merely  becaufe  his  name  m  >.v  have  been  ftVuck 
out  of  a  lift  of  an  inferior  or  ftrperior  degree 

14.  The  appointment  to  thr  lift  of  eligible: 
is  only  necenary  with  regard  to  public  func 
tions  ;  for  Which  that  condition  is  exprefsly 
required  by  the  eonftirutiofl  or  bv  the  law. 
AW  the  lifts  of  the  deliberates  lhall  be  formed 
in  the  courfe  of  the  9th  y-ar. 

Chap  11. 

15.  The  cbnfervatory  fenate  fh-ill  be  comno- 
fed  of  80  members,  of  40  years  of  age  at  leaft; 
to  b-  irremovable  duriii"  lift, 

Forthe  formation  of  {&  f-na*.e,  there  mill  be 
nominated,  in  the  firft  inftance,  60  members: 
this  number  fliall  be  inereafed  to  62,  in  the) 
courfe  of  the  8th  year;  to  64  in  th-  grtfl  jrear; 
and  fhall  be  gradually  increafed  to  80.  bv  the 
addition  of  two  members  in  each  of  the  ten 
firft  vears. 

16.  The  nomination  to  the  office  of  fenate, 
fhall  be  by  the  fenate,  who  fliall  make  choice 
out  of  thefe  candidates  prefented  them;  the 
firft,  by  the  Legislative  body ;  the  fecond  bv  the 
tribunate;  and  the  third  by  the  chief  co'nful. 

17.  The  chief  conful,  upon  hi?  quitting  his 
office, cither  by  the  expiration  of  his  fuml'ioT:, 
or  by  refignation,  necefTarily,  and  as  a  matter 
of  right,  becomes  a  fenator. 

The  other  t  .vo  Confuls,  during  the  m  mth 
which  follows  the  expiration  of  their  functions, 
mav  take  their  feats  ir,  the  f  nate ;  but  are  not 
obliged  to  exerrife  that  privileg  !. 

Th'-y  lofe  it  altogeth-r,  if  they  lofe  their 
Confular  functions  by  refignition. 

18.  A  fenator  is  always  ineligible  to  any  0th" 
er  public  function. 

t  7.  All  the  lifts  made  in  the  d-parfnenfs.bv 
virtue  of  the  oth  article,  (hall  b»  addreflVd  to 
the  fenate.  They  fhall  compote  the  national 
lift. 

20.  From  this  lift  fliall  be  elected  the  legifh- 
tors,  the  tribunes,  the  confuls,  the  judges  of 
caftation,  and  the  commifTarics  a  la  rcfponfibi- 
lite. 

21.  They  fliall  confirm  or  annul  every  art 
referral  to  them,  as  unconftitutional,  by  their 
tribunate,  or  the  government:  the  lifts  of  the 
eligibl  e  fall  be  included  among  thefe  arts. 

1-..  The  revenues  of  national  domains,  the 
terms  of  which  are  expired,  fliall  be  liable  to 
the  expenfes  of  the  fenate.  The  annual  fal  1- 
ry  of  each  of  its  members  fliall  be  paid  out  of 
thofe  revenues.  It  fhall  be  equal  tct  a  twenti- 
eth of  that  of  the  chief  conful. 

a  j.  The  fittings  of  the  f  wute  II  z  not  public. 


24.  Citizen  Sieyes  and  Roger  Ducos,the  two 
confuls  who  aie  to  go  out  of  office,  (ball  be  no- 
minated members  of  the  confervatory  fenate  : 
they  fliall  unite  with  the  fecond  and  third  con- 
fuls nominated  by  the  prefent  one.  Theft 
four  citizens  fall  apoint  the  majority  of  the 
fenate;  which  lhall  afterwards  complete  itfclf, 
and  proceed  to  the  elections  entruftcd  to  its 
direction. 

Chap.  III. 

Of  the  Legislative  Power. . 

25.  No  new  law  fhall  be  promulgffteu,  unlefs 
the  plan  fliall  have  been  propofed  by  the  go- 
vernment, communicated  to  the  tribunate,  and 
decreed  by  the  Iegiflative  body. 

26.  The  plans  which  the  government  may 
propofe  fhall  be  drawn  up  under  different  heads. 
In  every  cafe  in  which  fuch  plans  fliali  be  dif- 
cu.Ted,  the  goveri  ment  may  withdraw  them, 
and  prefent  them  again  in  a  proper  modified 
ftate. 

27.  The  tribunate  is  to  he  compofed  of  100 
members,  of  25  years  of  age  at  leaft  :  They 
fhall  be  renewed  by  fifths,  every  year,  and  in- 
finitely re-eligible  while  tl.ey  remain  upon  the 
national  lift. 

28.  The  tribunate  fhall  difcufs  the  plans  of 
every  law  that  may  be  propofed :  It  fliall  vote 
for  trie  adoption  or  rejection  of  them. 

It  fnall  fend  three  Orators,  taken  from  its 
body,  by  whom  the  motives  of  its  vote,  with 
rclpecl  to  c  arl-,  of  the  plans,  fliall  be  ftated  and 
fupported  before  the  Iegiflative  body. 

It  fliall  refer  to  the  fenate,  but  for  the  caufe 
*  unccnftitutiofnality  only,  the  lift  of  the  ell* 
[fibres*  the  acts  of  the  Iegiflative  body,  and 
thofe  of  the  government. 

20.  It  fliall  exprefs  its  opinion  as  to  the  la  I 
made  or  to  be  made,  the  abufes  to  be  correct- 
ed, the  ameliorations  to  be  attempted,  in  every 
part  of  the  public  adminiftrationj  but  never 
relative  to  the  civil  or  ciiminal  affairs  referred 
to  tlu  tribunals. 

The  opinions  it  fliall  give,  by  virtue  of  the 
'  lent  art:cl",  are  to  be  followed  by  no  necef- 
farv  confequences  ;  they  compel  ho  conftitu- 
ted  authority  to  come  to  any  deliberation. 

jo.  When  tlie  tribune  adjourns,  it  may  ap- 
point a  committer,  f  >m  ten  to  fifteen  memo* 
ers,  charged  to  convoke  it,  if  it  fhall  be  deem- 
ed necefTirv. 

31.  The  Iegiflative  body  fall  be  compofed 
of  300  membe  ft,  of'jo  years  of  age  at  the  leaft: 
they  fhall  be  renewed  by  fifths,  every  year. 
There  ought  always  to  be  one  citizen*  at  I  '.it, 
of  each  department  of  tlie  republic  prefent. 

32.  A  member  who  goes  out  nf  the  Iegifla- 
tive body,  cannot  re-enter,  till  after  the  inter- 
val of  a  year  :  but  he  may  be  immediately  e- 
le fled  to  any  other  piiblk  function,  including 
that  of  tribune,  provided  he  i  .  in  other  reined.* 
eiigibl  •. 

33.  The  fitting  of  the  Iegiflative  body  fliall 
commence  every  year  on  the  ift  Frimaire,  and 
fliall  continue  only  tour  months.  It  may  be 
extraordinarily  convoked,  during  tiie  other 
eight,  by  tlie  government. 

34.  The  Iegiflative  body  enafls  the  law,  bv 
determining  oy  fecret  fc.  utiny,  and  without 
any  difcuffion  on  the  part  of  its  members, upon 
the  plans  of  the  law  debated  before  it,  by  the 
orators  of  the  tribun-  and  the  government. 

3s.  The  fittings  of  the  tribun  rte  ;  nd  I"  :!  e 
Iegiflative  body,  fhall  be  public  :  the  number  of 
ftrangers  in  either  of  them,  not  to  exceed  200. 

36.  The  annual  falarv  of  a  tribune  fhall  be 
15,000  francs;  that  of  a  Iegiflative,  10,000 

37.  Every  decree  of  the  Iegiflative  body,  fhdl 
the  1  oth  r!av  after  it  be  made,  be  promulgated 
by  the  chief  conful,  iinlefs  in  the  mean  time  it 
is  referred  to  the  fenate,  on  the  ground  of  un- 
conftitutionality.  Such  reference  cannot  be 
made  with  regard  to  laws  that  have  been  pro- 
mulgated. 

38.  The  firft  renewal  of  the  Iegiflative  body, 
and  of  the  tribunate,  fhall  not  take  place  till  the 
10th  vear. 

Chap.  IV. 
Of  tbe  Government. 

30.  The  governnv-nt  is  entrufted  to  three 
confuls,  appointed  for  ten  wars,  and  indefi- 
nitely re-eligibl".  Each  of  them  is  to  be  e- 
lefted  individuallv,  with  the  diftintt  quality  of 
chief,  fecond,  or  third  conful.  The  firft  time, 
the  third  conful  fhall  only  be  named  for  five 

For  the  prefent  time,  gen.  Buonaparte  is  ap- 
pointed chief  c  )fl*fttl ;  citizen  Canibaceres,now 
m'mifter  of  juflice,  (econd  COnful ;  ml  citizen 
Lebruit,  member  of  the  committee  of  ancients, 
third  conful. 

40.  The  chief  conful  his  particular  func- 
tions and  attributes,  which,  when  he  is  exerci- 
fing,  he  may  be  temporarily  fupplied  by  one  of 
his  coll  -agues. 

41.  The  chief  conful  is  to  promulgate  the 
laws :  he  is  to  name  and  revoke  at  pleafure,  -:he 
m  smb  -rs  of  the  council  of  ftate  ;  the  miniliers, 
ambafTadors,  and  other  principal  foreign  a- 
aer.ts;  the  officers  of  the  army,  by  land  and 
lea  ;  the  members  of  Ictra!  adVniniftration,  and 
thecomniiirioners  of  the  government  at  the  tri- 
bunals. He  is  to  appoint  al!  judges,  criminal 
and  civil ;  as  we'll  as  juftices  of  peace,  and  the 
judges  of  caftation,  without  the  poWer  of  af- 
terwards revoking  them. 

42.  In  the  other  acts  of  the  government,  the 
fecond  and  third  confuls  are  to  have  a  confu in- 
mate voice:  they  are  to  <ign  the  regifter  of  the 
ads,  in  Order  to  nianifeft  (bat  they  were  pre- 
fent ;  and  if  they  pit  ale,  they  ma\  counterlign 
their  opinions  ;  after  which  the  determination 
of  the  chief  conful  fliall  follow. 

43.  The  faiarj  of  the  chief  conful  fliall  be 
500,000  francs,  for  the  8th  year.  The.  falarv 
of  tiie  other  two  conful-  fhall  be  equal  to  three 
tenths  of  that  of  the  firft. 

44.  The  government  is  to  propofe  the  laws, 
and  to  make  the  neceflary  regulations  to  en- 
fure  their  execution. 

45.  The  government  is  to  dire  ft  the  receipt? 
and  expends*  of  ;uc  iu'.t,  iftmforanbty  to  the 


nial  law,  which  determines  the  amount  of 
h  :  it  fan  fuperintend  the  coinage  of  mn- 
/,  of  which  the  law  alone  fliall  order  the  if- 

fue  ;  fix  the  value,  the  weight  and  the  impref- 

(ion. 

46.  When  the  government  is  informed  of  a- 
f  confpiracies  againlt  the  ftate,  it  may  iffue 
ders  to  arrtft  and  bring  before  them,  the  per* 
fons  wdio  are  fufpeded  as  the  authors  or  ac- 
complices ;  but  if,  within  teii  days  after  fuch 
ft,  they  are  not  fet  at  liberty,  or  brought 
rial,  it  fhall  be  confidered,  011  the  part  of 
theminifler  fignihg  the  order,  as  an  ad  of  ar- 
bitrary  detention. 

47«  The  government  is  to  funei  intend  the 
ternal  fafety,  and  external  defence  of  the 
ftate  ;  it  is  to  difti  ibute  the  forces  by  fea  and 
land,  and  regulate  the  direction  of  them. 

48;  The  national  guard,  on  duty,  is  lubjed 
to  the  regulations  of  the  public  admmift ration. 
The  national  guard,  not  on  ciuty,  is  only  fab- 
jed  to  the  law; 

4  >.  The  government  is  to  manage  political 
relations  abroad,  to  condud  negotiation,  to 
make  preliminary  (Bpulatibn,  to  lign  and  con- 
clude all  treaties  of  peace,  alliances,  truce, 
utrality,  commerce,  and  cither  conventions. 
50.  Declarations  of  war,  and  treaties  of 
peace,  alliance  and  commerce,  are  to  be  prcpo- 
pofed,  difcufled,  decreed  and  promulgated  ill 
the  Lme  manner  as  laws. 

Only  the  dircuffions  and  deliberations  rela- 
tive to  thefe  objects,  as  well  in  the  tribunate 
as  in  the  legiilative  body,  are  to  be  in  a  fecret 
'""mmittce,  if  the  government  defircs  it. 

_  U  The  fecret  article  of  a  treaty  cannot  be 
deftrudive  of  the  public  articles. 

52.  Under  the  direction  of  the  confuls,  the 
council  of  ftate  is  charged  with  the  drawing  up 

f  the  plans  of  the  laws,  and  the  regulations 
of  the  public  adminiftratiun,  and  to  refolve 
fuch  difficulties  as  may  occur  in  ali  admir.iftra- 
tive  matters. 

53.  It  is  from  among  the  members  of  the 
council  of  ftate  that  the  orators  are  to  be  fe- 
Itxted,  who  fhall  be  appointed  to  appear  in  the 
name  of  the  government  before  the  Iegiflative 
body.  There  are  never  to  be  any  SSOYe  than 
three  of  thefe  orators  lent  to  i'upport  the  fame 
plan  of  a  law. 

54.  The  minifters  are  to  procure  the  execu- 
tion of  tiie  laws,  and  the  regulations  ofthe  pub- 
lic adminiftiati.n. 

55.  No  ad  of  the  government  can  have  ef- 
fe-d,ti!l  it  is  iigned  by  a  minifter. 

56.  One  of  the  iniuifters  is  fpecially  charged 
with  the  adminiftration  of  the  publk  treafury. 
He  is  to  verify  the  receipts,  direct  the  applica- 
tion ofthe  funds,  and  the  payments  authori- 
zed bv  law.  He  is  not  to  be'at  liberty  to  pay 
anv  thing,  o.ept  by  virtue,  firft,  of  a  law,  and 
only  to  the  extent  of  tiie  funds,  for  defraying 
th  »fe  expenfes  fuel:  law  has  determined  upon  ; 
2dly,  by  a  decree  of  the  government  ;  3dly,  by 
an  order  Iigned  by  a  minifter. 

57.  The  detailed  accounts  of  every  minifter, 
figned  and  certified  by  him,  are  to  be  made- 
public. 

58.  The  government  can  only  eled  or  re- 
tain, as  councilors  of  ftate  or  minifters,  fuch 
citizens  whofe  names  are  infcribed  in  the  na- 
tional lift. 

5:.  The  local  adminiftratiohs  cftablifhed, 
whether  for  each  communal  diftrid,  or  for  the 
more  extended  portions  of  territory,  are  fubor- 
dinate  to  the  minifters.  No  one  'can  become 
Or  remain  a  member  of  thefe  adminiftrations, 
ttaiefs  he  is  entered  in  one  of  the  lifts  men- 
tioned in  the  7th  and  8th  articles.

LONDON,  December  i%. 
^  Varir-'is  accounts  are  flill  afloat  refpec- 
ting  PaflVan  Oglou.  Letters  from  Sem- 
Jin  announce,  for  the  third  time,  that  he 
is  marching  againft  Belgrade  ;  thev  fay 
that  the  rebel  Pacha  has  taken  pofTeflion 
of  Niza. 

January  13. 
According  to  the  laft.  letter  from  Sem- 
lin,  PaflTwan  Otflotl  has  made  himfelf  maf- 
ter  of  Niza,  whence  he  cuts  of  the  com- 
munications of  the  fortrefs  of  Belgrade 
with  Bulgrafia,  and  Romella.  It  is  faid 
he  has  detached  a  body  of  his  troops  to 
blockade  that  place,  the  Pacha  of  which 
redoubles  his  efforts  to  prepare  for  his 
defence.  PafTwan  Oglou,  it  is  faid  makes 
new  pretenfions,  and  demands  the  heacjs 
of  feveral  perfons,  who,  he  faid  are  ene- 
mies to  thsjannefaries,  of  whofe  nation 
he  profeflei  to  be.  The  Pacha  of  Bel- 
grade is  among  the  number.

The, official  note  under  the  date  of  the 
I4th  Nivofe,  the  8th  year,  addreffed  by 
the  minifter  of  Ilia  lirirannic  majefty,  ha- 
ving been  laid  before  the  (Srft  c<  [ill  of 
the  French  Republic,  fie-  obferVed  -.vith 
furprife,  that  it  refted  up;..-,  ad  opinion, 
which  is  not  exact  refpecting  trie  01  igi  i 
confequences  of  the  prefent  war.  V.  ry  i'.r 
from  its  being  France  which  provoked  it, 
(lie  had,  it  mult  be  remembered,  From  the 
commencement  of  her  Revolutio  i,  fol* 
emnly  proclaimed  her  love  of  peace  &  her 
dilinclication  to  conquefts,  her  n  To.-  51  f  it 
the  independence  of  all  gqverhtbelift  ;  and 
it  is  not  to  be  doubted  that,  occupied  at 
that  time  entirely  with  her  own  internal 
affairs,  flie  would  have  avoided  tal  1:1* 
part  jn  thofe  of  Europe,  and  would  h  ivc 
remained  faithful  to  her  declarations. 

But  from  an  opp afite  difjMlition,  asfoon 
as  the  French  Revolution  nad  broken  out 
alniolt  all  Europe  entered  int 0  a  league  for* 
its  deftruclion.  The  aggreffiofia  Wgre  real 
long  time  before  it  wns  public  :  internal 
refillance  was  excit  »d  ;  iis  opponents  were 
favorably  receive  .—-.heir  extra  rfgaht  de* 
clarationi  were  fur. ported;  andthe  French 
nation  was  infulted  in  the  perlbn  of  its  a^ 
gents — and  England  fet  particulars)-  this 
example  by  the  liftaitfal  df  the  minifter 
accredited  to  her.  Finally  France  was 
infaft,  attacked  in  her  independence,  in 
her  honor,  a. id  in  her  fafety,  long  time 
before  the  war  was  declared, 

Thus  it  is  to  th  project  of  fnbjeclioo 
diflblutioii  and  difmcmber;nent,  whicM 
were  prepared  againit  her,  arid  the  execu- 
tion of  which  w^b  feveral  times  atten  |  l- 
ed  and  perfued,  that  France  has  a  rig  it  to 
impute  the  evils  which  ffie  has  furred 

and  thofe  which  have  afflicted  Europe  

Suchpr  ;e,is  fo.- a  long  time  with  u/r«f- 
pe<t  to  fo  powerful  a  nation  could 
not  fail  to  bring  on  the  mottfv..l  con- 
fequences. 

Affailed  on  all  fides,  the  Republic  cmld 
not  but  extend  universally  the  efftirta  of 
her  defence,  and  it  is  only  for  the  main- 
tenance of  her  OWT.  independence  that  Hie 
has  made  ufe  of  thofe  means  which  Qi^ 
poffefled,  in  her  own  itr'.-n;;*!i  a"  I  th  cou- 
rage of  her  citizens*  As  ioi;g  as  fhe  faw 
that  her  enemies  obftinately  refufed  to 
recognize  her  rights,  (he  contended  i  nly 
upon  the  energy  of  her  rcliilartce,  hut  as 
foon  as  they  were  obliged  to  abandon  the 
hope  of  ir.vafion,  fiiJ"  fought  means  for 
conciliation,  and  na  dfiefted  pacific  inten- 
tions— and  if  thefe  have  not  always  been 
efficacious,  if  in  the  rnidil  of  the  critical 
circumllances  of  h^r  intei  tal  Btnation« 
which  tlie  Revolution  and  the  War  have 
fuccelfively  brought  on,  the  former  deposi- 
taries of  the  executive  authority  in  France 
have  not  always  (liewn  as  much  modera- 
tion as  the  nation  itself  has  (hewn  cou- 
rage — it  mull  above  all  be  imputed  to  the 
hateful  ScperfeVeringanimofity  with  which 
the  refources  of  England  have' been  lavifli- 
ed  to  accomplifii  the  ruin  of  France. 

But  if  the  wiihes  of  his  Britannic  ma- 
jefty (in  conformity  with  his  alTuran- 
ces)  are  in  unifon  with  thofe  of  the  French 
Republic,  for  the-  -e-eftabliflm-entof  peace 
why  Inftead  of  attempting  the  apology  of 
the  war,  fliould  11  )t  attention  be  rather 
paid  to  the  means  of  terminating  it . — 
And  wh  it  oh  focle  c  in  prevent  a  mutual 
underftanding,  of  Which  the  utility  is  re- 
ciprocal &  u  felt,efpecially  when  tlie  firft 
conful  ofthe  French  Republic  hasperfqh- 
ally  given  (o  many  proofs  of  his  eager  nefi 
to  put  an  end  to  the  calaiiiitics  of  war, 
and  of  his  difpofition  to  maintain  the  ri- 
gid obfervance  of  all  the  treaties  conclu- 
ded ? 

The  firft  conful  of  the  French  Repub- 
lic could  not  doubt  that  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty recognized  the  .tight  of  Nations  to 
choofe  the  form  of  theirg  iveroment,  llnce 
it  is  from  the  exercife  of  this  right  that 
lie-  holds  his  crown — but  he  has  been  un- 
able to  comprehend  huw  this  funda- 
mental principle,  upon  which  refts  the 
exiftence  of  political  focieties,  the  minif- 
ter of  his  majefty  Could  annex  infinuati- 
ons  which  tend  to  an  interference  in  ti  e 
internal  affairs  ofthe  Republic,  and  which) 
are  no  lefs  injurious  to  the  French  nati- 
on and  to  its  government  than  it  would 
be  to  England  and  tg  his  uiajeil) ,  tf  a  fogg 


w^.nYtatidri  were  held  out  in  favor  of  thnt 
Republican  government  of  which  England 
tdopted  the  forms  in  the  middle  of  the  laii 
century,,  ot  in  exhortation  to  fecal  to  the 
throne  that,  family  whom  their  birth  had 
placed  there,  and  whom  a  revolution 
compelled  to  dcfcend  from  it. 

If  at  periods  not  far  diftant,  when  the 
conftitulional 'fyftem  of  the  republic  pre- 
frnted  neither  the  ftrength  northc  foliaity 
which  it  contains  at  prefent,  his  Britan- 
nic majefty  thought himfelf  enabled  to  in- 
vite a  negotiation  and  pacific  conferences 
how  is  it  poffible  that  he  fliould  not  be  ea- 
ger to  renew  the  negotiations  to  which  the 
prefent  and  reciprocal  fituation  of  affairs 
promifes  a  ri-pid  progrefs.  On  every  fide 
the  voice  of  nations  and  humanity  in 
plores  the  conclufion  of  a  war  marked  al- 
ready by  fuch  great  calamities  and  the 
prolongation  of  which  threatens  Europe 
with  an  univerfal  convullion  and  irremi- 
dable  evils*  It  is  therefore  to  put  a  (lop 
to  the  ccurfe  of  thefe  calamities,  or  ill 
order  that  their  terrible  confequenccs 
may  be  reproached  to  thofe  only  who 
Iha'll  have  provoked  them,  that  the  firft 
conful  of  the  Frenc  h  Republic  propofes 
to  put  an  immediate  end  to  hoftilities,  b\ 
agreeing  to  a  fufpenfion  of  arms,  and  na- 
ming plenipotentiaries  on  each  fide,  who 
fliould  repair  to  Dunkirk,  or  any  other 
town  as  advantageoufiy  litu.tted  for  the 
quicknefs  of  the  rcfpeCtive  communicati- 
ons, and  who  (hull  apply  themfelves  with- 
out any  further  delay  to  effect  there-efta- 
bliihn/ent  of  peace  and  good  undeman- 
ding between  the  French  republic  and 
England. 

The  firft  conful  offers  to  give  fuch  pafi- 
ports  which  may  be  necelfary  for  this 
purpofe

The  official  note  tranfmitted  by  the 
minifter  for  foreign  affairs  in  France,  ana 
received  by  the  underfigned  on  the  28th 
has  been  laid  before  the  king. 

His  majefty  cannot  forbear  exprcffin» 
the  concern  with  which  he  obferves,  in 
that  note,  the  unprovoked  aggrellions  of 
France,  ttv?  fole  caufe  and  origin  of  the 
war,  are  fyftematically  defended  by  the 
prefent  rulers,  under  the  fame  injurious 
pretences  by  which  they  were  originally 
attempted  to  be  difguifed.  His  majefty 
will  not  enter  into  the  refutation  of  all 
allegations  now  nniverfaHy  exploded,  and 
in  (to  far  as  they  refpect  his  majefty's  con- 
dud)  not  only  in  themfelves  utterly 
groundlefs,  but  contradicted  both  by  the 
internal  evidence  of  the  tranfaetions  to 
which  they  relate,  and  alfo  by  theexprefs 
teftimony  (given  at  the  time)  of  the  gov- 
ernment of  France  itfelf. 

With  refpect  to  the  object  of  the  note 
his  majefty  can  only  refer  to  the  anfwer 
which  he  has  already  given. 

He  has  explained,  without  referve,  the 
obftacles  which  in  his  judgment,  preclude 
at  the  prefent  moment  all  hopes  of  advan- 
tage from  negotiation.  All  the  induce- 
ments to  treat  which  are  relied  upon  is 
the  French  official  note  ;  the  perfonai  dif- 
poiitions  which  are  fata  to  prevail  for  the 
-conclufion  of  peace  and  for  the  future  oK 
fervanceof  treaties  ;  the  powers  of  infur- 
ing  the  effect  of  thefe  difpofitions,  fuppo- 
iing  them  to  exift  ;  and  the  folidity  of  the 
fyftem  newly  eftabliihed,  after  fo  rapid  a 
{"cries  of  revolutions — all  thefe  are  points 
which  can  be  known  only  from  that  teft 
to  which  his  majefty  has  already  refered 
them — the  refuk  of  experience  and  the 
evidence  of  facts. 

With  that  lincerity  and  plainnefs  which 
his  anxiety  for  the  re-eftablilhment  of 
peace  indifpenfably  required,  his  majefty 
has  pointed  out  to  France  the  ftireft  and 
fpeeiieft  means  for  the  attainment  of  that 
great  object.  But  he  has  declared  in 
terms  equally  explicit,  and  with  the  fame 
lincerity  that  he  entertains  no  defire  to 
prefcribe  to  a  foreign  nation  the  form  of 
its  government  ;  that  he  looks  onlv  to 
the  fecurity  of  his  own  dominions  and  of 
Europe  ;  and  that  whenever  that  effenti- 
ai  oSi  .'  "t  can  in  his  judgment  be,  in  any 
m  .1  n  1 . 0  r  ( whatever  fufficiently  pro  vided  for 
he  will  eagerly  concert  with  his  allios  the 
means  of  immediate  and  joint  negociati- 


[owfttf  'he  re-eftab!i£liment  of  general \ 
tranquility. 

To  thefe  declarations  his  majefty  ftea- 
dily  adheres  ;  arid  11  ft  only  on  thegrctyids 
thus  Hated,  that  his  regard  to  the  fafety 
of  his  fubjects  will  fufl'er  him  to  renounce 
that  fyftem  of  vigorous  defence,  to  which: 
under  the  favor  of  Providence,  his  king- 
doms owe  the  fecurity  of  thole  bleihngb 
which  they  now  enjoy.

NEWS  FROM  KGYPT 

The  French  Government  have  receiv- 
ed difpatches  from  the  Army  in  Egypt, 
by  a  velfel  which  has  arrived  at  Toulon, 
and  which  failed  from  Alexandria,  Nov. 
16.  The  difpatches  relate  feveral  victo- 
ries obtained  over  Murad  Bey  in  Upper 
Egypt,  and  a  variety  of  other  tuccelfes,  o- 
ver  the  Turks  and  Sir  Sydney  Smith  in 
Lower  Egypt.  The  French  letters  men- 
tion that  the  Grand  Vizier,  with  his  ar- 
my, had  advanced  from  Syria  as  far  as 
Gaga  ;  that  his  army  was  in  a  bad  condi- 
tion ;  and  that  the  French  troops  were 
prepared  to  receive  them.  [There  is  a 
private  account  of  the  .otal  defeat  of  the 
Grand  Turkilh  Army,  but  it  does  not  ap- 
pear to  delerve  credit.] 

The  French  are  exerting  themfelves 
to  improve  their  Marine.  Admiral  Bruix 
has  lately  been  very  aCtive  in  the  princi- 
pal naval  forts.  P.car  Admiral  Latouche, 
has  gone  to  Toulon,  to  take  command  ot 
a  fmall  fquadron  which  is  ready  for  fea, 
bound  to  Egypt.  Supplies  have  been 
thrown  into  Malta. 

January  24. 

Government  received  yefterday  im- 
portant information  refpecting  the  difpo- 
itions  of  the  different  courts  of  Europe, 
and  preparations  for  the  approaching 
campaign.

To  meet  this  force,  the  chief  confu! 
jf  France  is  making  the  molt  ftrenious 
efforts.  MaiTena  is  in  the  fouth  ;  procu- 
ring fupplies  for  the  army  of  Italy.  Mo- 
rcau  is  at  St'  atburgh,  organizing  the  ar- 
my of  the  Rhine. 

As  the  feafon  is  become  mild,  the  cam- 
paign will  open  almoft  immediately.  The 
great  preffttre  of  the  war  is  likely  to  be  in 
Suabia.'  There  the  French,  who  have 
drawn  their  Swifs  army  towards  Ballt. 
will  probably  ftrike  the  firft  blow,  before 
the  Ruffians  have  received  their  expected 
reinforcements,  and  before  the  Auftrians 
have  affembled  their  force,  or  railed  and 
formed  their  corps  of  peafantrv.  It  is 
not  probable  that  Buonaparte,  will  take 
the  field  in  perfon  againft  Suwarrow.  In 
Italy  the  firft  efforts  of  the  Auftrians 
will  be  dirtied  againft  Genoa;  an  ope- 
ration which  is  likely  to  occupy'  a  confi- 
derabie  portion  of  their  time.  Should  they 
fucceed  in  expelling  the  French,  they  we 
ftill  think,  will  content  themfelvs  with 
taking  a  pohtion  on  the  frontiers  of 
France,  without  entertaining  any  idea  of 
entering  the  French  territories. 

February  3. 
Mr.  Charles  Lind  arrived  in  town  yef- 
terday morning  from  Guernfey,  with  offi- 
cial information  to  government  of  a  def 
perate  battle  having  taken  place  in  Brit- 
tany between  the  Chouans  and  the  re;nil>- 
lican  forces,  in  which  the  latter  Were  re- 
pulfedr'ith  thelofs  of  5000  men  in  killed, 
Wounded  and  prifoners.    Such  was  the 
report  of  yefterday,  in  confequence  of 
Mr.  Linds  arrival.    Other  rumours  dim- 
hiifhed  the  lofs  of  the  Republicans  to 
three  and  even  to  two  thoufand.  Such 
intelligence  was  certainly  brought  to 
Guernfey  from  France,  but  we  doubt  its 
truth.    It  appears,  however,  that  the 
Republicans  have  renewed   hoftilities  ; 
I  and  the  account  of  this  victory  may  be 
I  circulated  with  the  delign  of  inducing  the 
I  Bniifh  government  to  forward  fuccours 
jl  to  the  Chouans.    It  is   the  brother  of 
|j  D'Autichamp,  who  arrived  on  Friday/ 
flc  brought  an  affurailce  that  the  Chou- 
ans are  in  great  numbers  and  good  fpirits ; 
and  their  force  amounts  to  between  60 
and  100,000  men  ;  but  he  comes  to  foli- 
cit  fuccours,  and  will  not  reprefent  his 
caufe  as  defperate. 

On  Lloyd*  s  books  on  Saturday  were  en- 
tered no  lefs  than  fifteen  captures  bv  the 
enemy  and  fix  loffes  at  fea  ;  one  of  the 
blackeft  days  for  the  underwriters  that 
has  appeared  for  a  long  time.

CONSTANTINOPLE,  November  25J 
Intelligence  of  a  very  difafuious  kind 
has  juft  been  received  from  the  Grand' 
Vizier.  He  took  fix  months  to  march 
from  Scutaria  to  Damas,  ?nd  the  contri- 
butions that  he  railed  for  the  fubfiftehce 
of  his  army,  have  alienated  the  minds  of 
the  inhabitants  of  Afia  Minor,  hum  the 
government  of  the  Porte. 

When  the  news  reached  him  atErvan, 
that  the  Turks  were  defeated  at  Aboukir, 
nearly  one  half  of  his  army  difbaiideii  on 
its  w  ay  to  Aleppo. 

The  French  General  Klebcr  difpatch 
ed  to  El-Arifot  a  body  of  troeps,  to  pro- 
ted  that  place,  and  prevent  the  paftagt  of 
the  Defert.  The  Grand  Vizier  transfer- 
ed  his  camps  to  the  utmoft  cultivated 
part  of  Syria,  at  the  begining  of  the  De- 
ferts  of  F.gypt.  He  remained  there  15 
days,  making  every  prcpaiation,  and  col- 
lecting camels  and  {kins,  to  enable  him  to 
traverfe  a  defart  eighty  leagues  in  ex- 
tent. 

General  Kleber  having  been  informed 
of  his  preparations,  reinforced  the  French 
advanced  guard  at  El-Arifot,  repaire  1  r 
that  place  in  perfon,  and  on  the;  lid  Oct- 
ober marched  forward  at  the  hea  .  1 
iooo  dragoons  or  French  hulfars,  and  a 
regiment  of  a  ioco  men  mounted  on  dro- 
medaries, with  foot  foldiers  behind  them. 
He  alfo  took  with  him  a  great  number  of 
ight  field  pieces,  and  having  made  a  cir- 
cuit in  the  defart  arrived  in  the  rear  o' 
the  enemy's  ca.mp  at  break  of  day  nearl; 
bout  the  lame  time  when  a  corps  of  rc 
boo  infantry  had  arrived  at  the  well  01 
Sebabiah,  about  a  league  &  a  half  diftance 
from  the  camp.  The  Grand  Vizier  thus 
iinexpectedly  attacked,  could  not  make  a 
long  refiftance  ;  and  the  Frencji  took  the 
camp,  a  part  of  his  baggage,  and  fevera! 
thoufand  prifoners. 

The  Grand  Vizier  immediately  retrea- 
ted with  the  remains  of  his  army  toward: 
Damas  which  is  10  days  march  from  Ga- 
za. 

The  French  hnve  levied  very  large 
contributions  in  the  province  of  Gaza, 
particularly  in  oil  and  tobacao,  which  are 
very  much  wanted  in  Egypt.  They 
have  left  a  ftrong  garifon  in  El-A  rifch, 
and  a  number  cf  engineers  to  coniplett 
Jie  works.  They  have  alfo  collected  at 
that  place  near  10,000  Turkifh  prifoners. 
\  no  ate  conftantly  employed  in  hriifhing 
the  works.  The  intelligence  lias  caufed 
a  great  confternation  among  the  memb- 
ers of  the  Divan,  and  encreafed  the  num 
her  of  thofe  attached  to  the  French.  L 
is  thought  that  the  Grand  Vizier  will  be 
difgraced,  and  no  hopes  are  entertainer1 
at  Conftantinople  of  re-conquering  E- 

Lord  Elgin  has  arrived  at  Conftantino- 
ple, and  has  affumed  the  character  of  Am- 
balfador  of  his  Britanic  majefty.
